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William has a splash in Sea King helicopter 


O Duke of Cambridge lands machine 
on water © In light rain, royals meet 
well-wishers in Prince Edward Island 


Prince William swapped 
his crisp jacket and tie for 
a jumpsuit and helmet and 
the throb of a Sea King hel¬ 
icopter yesterday as he 
donned a flight suit and 
practised a quintessential- 
ly Canadian manoeuvre — 
landing on the water. 

The Duke of Cambridge 
climbed into the co-pilot’s 
seat of a grey Sikorsky CH- 
124, its lower half sealed 
up with yellow tape, and 
plopped down repeatedly 
on the surface of Dalvay 
Lake, near the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence on the edge of 
Prince Edward Island. 

With William at the 
controls, the chopper 
spent nearly an hour on 
the “waterbirding” move 
— sometimes turning cir¬ 
cles on the water like a gi¬ 
ant mechanical duck, 
windshield wipers clear¬ 
ing the spray from the 
windscreen, or performing 
a touch-and-go exercise 
that at times pushed the 
water levels nearly to the 
windows. 

Waterbirding is an exer¬ 


cise that was invented in 
Canada to ensure Canadi¬ 
an Coast Guard pilots are 
equipped to deal with 
emergencies when operat¬ 
ing over water. And if the 
number of times they 
tried it was any indication, 
the duke was certainly 
smitten with the tech¬ 
nique. 

Before taking off, the 
duke could be seen 
through the helicopter 
windows strapping in to 
the co-pilot’s position as 
Kate — the Duchess of 
Cambridge — chatted and 
watched from a distance. 

William is no stranger 
to the Sea King — as a 
flight lieutenant with the 
Royal Air Force, he’s a ful¬ 
ly qualified helicopter pi¬ 
lot who currently serves 
on board a British Sea King 
as a member of the British 
military’s Search and Res¬ 
cue Force. 

“The Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge is, first and fore¬ 
most, a search-and-rescue 
pilot, that’s his job, and 
it’s a job he’s very proud to

do,” said press secretary 
Miguel Head. 

While waterbirding 
isn’t widely practised out¬ 
side Canada, it’s a ma¬ 
noeuvre that’s known to 
search-and-rescue profes¬ 
sionals and helicopter pi¬ 
lots around the world, he 
added. 

“So when (William) 
took the decision to come 
to Canada, one of the 
things he actually asked to 


do was to do this, and it’s a 
technique he’ll be able to 
use in his job.” 

The demonstration 
took place at the Dalvay 
by-the-Sea resort, a fre¬ 
quent backdrop for the 
Anne of Green Gables 
movies — Kate is a big fan 
of the Lucy Maud Mont¬ 
gomery books — and 
CBC’s Road to Avonlea TV 
series.

In 
Srebrenica — the Bosnian 
town where Mladic is ac¬ 
cused of commanding 
troops who in 1995 killed 
some 8,000 Muslim men

Greeks disable Canadian 
ship bound for Gaza Strip 

O Greek coast guard blasted water cannon at Tahrir as ship left 
port: Activist O No one on board was believed to have been injured 



The Greek coast guard has 
damaged a Canadian ship 
bound for Gaza, forcing it 
back to shore after ram¬ 
ming it against a cement 
pier, activists said yester¬ 
day. 

Activists at first believed 
the ship was sinking as a 
result of the hard landing. 
While it appeared the dam¬ 
aged ship would stay 
afloat, it remained con¬ 
fined to a Greek port late 
yesterday after an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to reach 
Gaza. 

The Tahrir, bearing at 
least 30 Canadians, left a 
Greek port early yesterday 
evening local time and was 
boarded 15 minutes later 
by armed officers from the 


Greek coast guard. 

Within an hour, the ship 
was back at another Greek 
port, where supporters of 
its mission were gathering. 

“They arrived back to 
land into a location ... 
where the coast guard 
forced them to go to. Not 
the original dock,” Ehab 
Lotayef, a Montreal-based 
spokesman for the ship, 
told The Canadian Press in 
a telephone interview. 

“They slammed it into 
the concrete, into the pier- 
side.” 

Lotayef said several 
dozen activist passengers 
remained late yesterday on 
board the ship, which was 
damaged and leaking 
diesel. 


“This is a peaceful 
international 
mission to break 
Israel’s illegal 
blockade of Gaza, 
which, it is now 
crystal clear, has 
been extended to 
the ports of 
Greece.”

“We are holding the 
Greeks responsible for all 
that — totally unjustified 
action by the Greek gov¬ 
ernment, arm-twisted by 
the Israelis,” he said.

Two Canadian activists 
on board provided dramat¬ 
ic descriptions of the ship’s 
boarding. 

“We’re slowly heading 
back. There’s a new boat 
that’s pulled up beside ... 
must be another coast 
guard vessel,” Dylan Pen- 
ner said in a mobile tele¬ 
phone interview from the 
Greek-occupied vessel. 

Penner said eight to 10 
armed coast guard officers 
boarded the ship and that 
soldiers were in command 
of its bridge. They were 
armed with handguns and 
assault rifles.

Canada’s leading automak¬ 
ers are reporting a strong 
rebound in sales last 
month after a weak per¬ 
formance in May. 

Ford, General Motors 
and Chrysler of Canada 
saw their sales improve 
dramatically on an annual 
basis. 

Ford Canada once again 
claimed the top spot with 
June sales that rose six per 
cent to 33,450 from 31,707 
from year-before levels. 
That was its best June since 
1989. 

May was the only month 
of the year the automaker, 


along with many others, 
reported a decline in sales, 
led by falling truck sales. 
That led observers to sug¬ 
gest that high gas prices 
are forcing drivers to rein 
in purchases. Automakers 
have been reporting a 
boost in car sales for most 
of this year due to soaring 
fuel costs. 

In June, Ford car sales 
were up 32 per cent, driven 
by sales of its Focus, Fu¬ 
sion, Taurus and Mustang. 
Truck sales, however, fell 
nearly four per cent. 

General Motors Canada, 
Canada’s second-best¬ 


selling automaker last 
month, said sales grew 12 
per cent from a year ago, 
led by its Chevrolet Cruze 
and other fuel-efficient 
cars and crossovers. The 
company reported total 
sales of 27,865 vehicles, 
compared to 24,897 a year 
before. 

Meanwhile, Chrysler 
Canada reported the 
largest improvement from 
year-ago sales. The compa¬ 
ny said its sales soared 27 
per cent to 23,576 vehicles 
from 18,502 a year ago. 
That was its best June since

Fox hackers post 
‘Obama dead’ hoax 


Bombardier coy about layoffs 


Several false tweets about 
the assassination of U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
made for an embarrassing 
Fourth of July yesterday for 
Fox News. 

“@BarackObama has just 
passed. The President is 
dead. A sad 4th of July, in¬ 
deed. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma is dead,” read the first 
tweet posted by hackers 
who broke into a Fox News 
Twitter account early in the 
morning and said Obama 
had been shot and killed 
while campaigning in Iowa. 

The hackers went on to 
report that Obama had 
been “shot twice in the 
lower pelvic area and in the 
neck; shooter unknown. 
Bled out.” 

Subsequent tweets pro¬ 
vided more fake details and 
said the president had been 
killed at “Ross’s Restaurant 
in Iowa.” The hackers 
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► Still with us: Barack 
Obama. 


signed off by wishing Vice- 
President Joe Biden 
good luck as Ameri¬ 
ca’s new president. 

The tweets re¬ 
mained visible, 
with almost 
35,000 follow¬ 
ers, for more 
than six hours 
after the first 
one appeared, 
until Fox News re¬ 
leased a statement 
about the hoax. A 
group calling itself the 
Script Kiddies 
claimed re¬ 
sponsibility. 

Fox is fre¬ 
quently ac¬ 
cused of 
inciting anti- 
Obama senti¬ 
ment. Several 
commenters 
on its website 
expressed re¬ 
gret that the 
tweets were 
false. 

“That’s OK Fox, no ‘dis¬ 
tress’ here. It would have 
been a positive relief if 
true,” someone named Al- 
Cashier wrote. 

“If only!!! My dreams 
dashed!!!” wrote another. 

Stock exchanges across 
the United States were 
shuttered for the national 
holiday, so news of the “as¬ 
sassination” had no effect 
on the market.

TORONTO. It’s part cathe¬ 
dral, part parking meter 
and part Cadillac. And 
it’s the latest invention 
out of Great Britain. 

It’s called the 
AutoWed Wedding 
Machine — a kind of 
vending machine for 
wedding ceremonies. 

It’s the brainchild of 
Sam Lanyon, a 30-year- 
old electronics engineer. 

It’s a simple process: 
You put in $1 and the ma¬ 
chine begins to play a 
wedding march. Then it 
asks you what kind of 
ceremony you want: Gay, 
straight, lesbian or best 
friend forever. 

Once you have select¬ 
ed the type of wedding, 
AutoWed takes over. If 
you agree to marry, you 
press the No. 1 on a com¬ 
puter keyboard.

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Radiohead enters 
China — virtually 

© Band gains nearly 49,000 fans on China microblog 



Radiohead has taken a ten¬ 
tative step into censored 
Chinese cyberspace, even 
though the British rock 
band has been critical of 
China’s human rights 
record. 

Radiohead recently 
launched a page on the 
“weibo” site of leading 
Chinese Internet portal 
Sina.com. “Weibo,” which 
translates as “microblog,” 
is the Chinese-equivalent 
of Twitter. 

But the band has only 
posted a single message on 
Friday. It says “testing the 
weibo.” 

Sina.com checks the au¬ 
thenticity of celebrity wei- 
bos and has certified the 
Radiohead weibo as gen¬ 
uine. 

The move comes de¬ 
spite Radiohead’s activism 
against Chinese govern¬ 
ment policies. The rock 
group has performed at 
Free Tibet concerts and in 
December, posted a note 


on its official website urg¬ 
ing fans to campaign for 
the release of Chinese dis¬ 
sident Liu Xiaobo, who 
won the Nobel Peace Prize 
last year. “You know it 
makes sense,” the band 
said. 

Such comments will be 
unthinkable on Radio¬ 
head’s Sina microblog. The 
Chinese government 


screens Internet content 
for material it deems polit¬ 
ically sensitive, such as 
calls for greater autonomy 
in Tibet and commentaiy 
on the 1989 Tiananmen 
Square crackdown. 

Foreign social media 
sites such as YouTube, 
Faceboolc and Twitter are 
blocked.

Choice, not money, 
the key to happiness 


O New Zealand researchers find that 
self-expression and life options are 
more important than having money

Money doesn’t buy happi¬ 
ness. But what does? Ac¬ 
cording to a large 
worldwide study, having 
choices in life and being 
able to express yourself 
are the most important in¬ 
gredients in being happy. 

Researchers in New 
Zealand collected data 
from all around the world 
on what factors contribute 
to well-being. Altogether, 
the studies included 
420,599 people from 63 
countries over several 
decades, so the science be¬ 
hind their results is veiy 
strong. 

“The main finding is 
that money does not buy 
happiness and well-being,” 
says Dr. Ronald Fischer, 
lead author, in an email to 
Metro. 

“Choice and autonomy 
are more directly related 
to happiness than having 
lots of money. Autonomy 
provides you with the op¬ 
tions to pursue meaning in 
your life, to find activities 
that stimulate and excite 
you and keep you active,” 
explains Fischer, who is a 
senior lecturer in psychol¬ 
ogy and Fellow of the Cen¬ 
tre for Applied 
Cross-Cultural Research at 
Victoria University of 
Wellington, New Zealand. 

He and colleagues were 
surprised by the finding 
that choice and self-ex¬ 
pression are more impor¬ 
tant than money, 
especially once you have 
your basic needs met. 

“We did not predict we 
would find these clear pat¬ 
terns when we started and 
none of our friends or col¬ 
leagues would have bet on 
this.”
